On good average soil, trees should be planted: Apples, 30 by 20 feet, 69 
trees to the acre; Peaches, 20 by 20 feet, 108 trees to the acre; Plums, Prunes, 
Apricots and Cherries, 18 by 18 feet, 134 trees to the acre; Figs and Japan Per- 
simmons 15 by 15 feet, 193 trees to the acre; Oranges, 18 by 18 feet, 134 trees to 
the acre: Pecans and English Walnuts, 40 by 40 feet, 27 trees to the acre; Street 
Trees 15 to 25 feet apart; Grapes, rows 9 feet apart and 8 feet apart in the row, 
605 plants to the acre; Blackberries and Raspberries 8 by 2 feet, 2,730 plants to 
the acre; Dewberries 6 by 3 feet, 2,700 plants to the acre; Strawberries and As- 
paragus, 4 by 2 feet; 5,400 to the acre.
